Great Victory for the St. 
Louis Traffic Bureau. 


DISCRIMINATION IS BLOCKED. 


ST. LOUIS MERCHANTS’ PROTESTS 
GIVEN FULL WEIGHT BY TH4 
TRAFFIC ASSOCIATION. 


CHICAGO WILL BE _ WILD, 


But Freight Rates East Hereafter 
Will Not Favor the Windy 
City’s Jobbing 
Trad3. 


The passenger rate schedule on fast trains 
between New York and St. Louis will not be 
changed by the Joint Traffic Association of 
New York. 

Threatened action, inimical to St. Louls, 
has been deferred and the St. Louis Traffic 
Bureau scores another victory. 

Late Tuesday afternoon the 
telegram reached the Bureau: 

Mr. C. H. Spencer, Chairman St. Louis Traffic 

Bureau, St. Louis, Mo.: 

Dear Sir—EReferring to your’ message of the 
16th inst., as a matter of information I beg 
to advise that the Board of Managers yesier- 
day postponed the effective date of Passenger 
Circular No. 749, «prescribing extra fares on 
fast trains consuming less thirty-three 
hours between New York and St. Louis and 
twenty-three and one-half hours between New 
York and Cincinnati, until the spring change of 
time schedules, but not later than June a 
1898. Yours respectfully, 

Gd. R. BLANCHARD, 
Commissioner Joint Traffic Association. 

Circular 749 was to have gone into «ffect 
Nov. 1, 1897. 
a storm of indignation on the part of local 
merchants and business associations, 

It provided that on all trains running 
between New York and St. Louis in less 
than thirty-three hours excess fare be 
charged at the rate of $1 an hour or frac- 
tion thereof under thirty-three hours con- 

sumed in making the run. 

Local merchants saw in this ruling an 
attempt to raise the fare between New 
York and St. Louis without a corresponding 
improvement in the service. 

The only New York trains running under 
thirty-three hours were operated by the 
Vandalia and:-the Big Four lines. These 
trains were put in commission at the re- 
quest of St. Louis business men. One of 
them made the run in twenty-nine hours, 
the othe: in twenty-nine and one-half hours, 

The new ruling meant an increase of #4 
in the fare from New York to St. Louis on 
either of these trains. As no provision 
was made for an advance in fares on the 
slower trains the ruling rendered it impos- 
sible for lines operating fast trains to com- 
pete profitably with those running slower

The strongest petition ever placed before 
the Joint Traffic Association was prepared 
and signed by representatives of every com- 
mercial association In St, Lou.s. 

President Thompson of the Pennsylvania 
lines and President Ingalls of the Big Four 
joined the St. Louis merchants in their pro- 
test. 

A special meeting was called by the Joint 
Traftir Association in New York, and in 
view ‘of the protest action was deferred until 
the third Tuesday in December. Now the 
offictal announcement comes that the rule 
providing for excess fares will not be en- 

ores d, 

It is thought by members of the local 
Traffic Bureau that the Joint Traffic 2 
clation will not again fly in the face of St. 
Louis interest by formulating a similar rul- 
ing at the annual meeting next June.

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FAMOUS JUDG 
OR LEUTE 


Gary, Who Sentenced the An- 
archists, Will Preside. 


"UDGE ‘GARY. 


Looks Haggard, Is Losing Flesh and 
Constantly Finds Fault With 
the Efforts of His 
Attorney. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 24.—The selection of 
Judge Gary will add interest to the next 
hearing of the famous Luetger® wife mur- 
The venerable judge concluded 
thirty-four years of service on the bench 
in Cook County only last Saturday. He is 
now .a judge of the Superior Court. 

He is over 70 years of age, and is the 
oldest judge on the bench in Cook County 
in point of age and service, Judge Tuley not 
excepted. 

During his long judicial career he has 
presided at trials where matters of inter- 
national interest were at bar. Thre Anarch- 
ists were tried and convicted before him, 
as were the famous boodiers of Cook County 
more than,a decade ago. 

Judge Gary is known as the wit of the 
local bench, although his decisions are in- 
variabiy in strict accordance with the law 
in the opinion of attorneys who have tfied 
cases before him, One of his characteristics 
as a jurist is the absolute lack of sentiment 
in his administration of justice as he sees 
it, 

Judge Gary has not been engaged in try- 
ing criminal cases for ten years until a 
few weeks ago, when he was sitting for a 
short time in the Criminal Court Building. 

He was there during the latter part of 
the Luetgert trial. On one occasion. when 
the corridors and elevators were crowded 
with persons anxious to eee the close of the 
long trial, he was almost prevented from 
reaching his court-room by an elevator man 
who failed to recognize the little man in a 
dark felt hat. Judge Gary made himself 
known and was pr omene accommodated. 
He considered the incident a good joke on 
himself, and took considerable pleasure in 
teliing his friends about it.

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BUTL SAW'S BUSY 


EPIDEMIC OF ACCIDENTS AND A 
STEADY PROCESSION TO 
THE DISPENSARY. 


DR. NEWCOMB’S EXPERIENCE. 


No Connection Between the Casualties 
and the Victims Were All 
Strangers. 


——- 


There was an epidemic of buzz-saw acci- 
dents in St. Louis Tuesday afternoon. All 
of them came under the treatment of Dr. 
Newcomb at the City Dispensary in the 
course of three hours. 

The first vi“@@R to arrive was L. V. 
Smith of 1729 C..cu’<au avénue. His right 
hand was badly mangied and his arm was 
wrenched., 

Smith was not four blocks away from the 
Dispensary on his way home before J. M. 
Etters of 4318 Gibson avenue came in with 
a bieeding r.ght hand and crushed fingers. 
The doctor inquired of Etters if he knew 
Smith and if they worked m the same saw- 


mill, but Etters said he had never heard 
of Smith. 

A half hour later F. F. Rodgers of 1604 
Cass avenue applied to Dr. Newcemb to 
dress his badly sprained ieft arm and 
shoulder, which he said had been hurt by 
his getting caught in the wheel band at a 
saw miMN. Rodgers had never heard of 
Sm th or Etters, and knew they did not 
work in his mill. 

“The buzz saws are getting in their 
work,” mused the doctor, while he made an 
entry of Rodgers’ visit and thé disposition 
of his case. 

In the course of an hour, while other 
patients were being treated, the doctor was 
interrupted by one of the attendants, who 
told him that a man had just come in who 
was suffering great pain from a dislocated 
elbow and mangled hand. The doctor called 
the patient into the operating room at once. 

After his injuries were dressed the man 
said he was Ed Vincent of 66 Market 
street and that he was a saw mill hand. 
It wks while at worx that his hand had 
been caught in the machinery, which was 
luckily stopped before he was kiiled. 

His curiosity aroused, the doctor .asked 
Tincent if he knew Smith, Etters and 
Rodgers, whose buzz-saw accidents he de- 
scribed, but Vincent déclared that he did 
not know either of his three fellow suf- 
ferers.

FRANK NOVAK 
UND GUILTY

Jury Compromised on Murder 
in the Second Degree. 
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FRANK A. NOVAK 


The Crime Was the Killing of Ed Mur- 
ray, After Which Novak Fled 
and Was Captured in Alaska 
After a Long Chase. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

VINTON, Io., Nov. %.—The jury which 
has been trying Wrank A. Novak on charge 
of killing Ed Murray brought in a verdict 
last night of murder in the second degree 
and recommended a sentence of ten yeare 
in the penitentiary. Novak, on hearing the 
verdict, covered his face with his hands, 
exclaiming: “I can stand it, but I am in- 
nocent.’’ 

The jury compromised on the verdict, as 
two stood for acquittal, four for hanging 
and the remainder for murder in the sec- 
ond degree. It is understood that an appeal 
will be taken to the Supreme Court. Judge 
Burnham's instructions were long and very 
explicit. He said the charge of death by 
poison must not be considered, because the 
evidence did not ehow death had resulted 
from poison. The two counts of the indict- 
ment charge Novak with killing Murray by 
a blow on the head, mutilation, burning and 
asphyxiation. Mr. Miller, Novak's attor- 
ney, eald that he expected a verdict of 
guilty, and he will make a motion for a 
new trial on the ground that Murray's skull 
should not have been admitted as evidence. 

On the night of Feb. 2 last the general 
store and bank belonging to Novak Jilek 
at Walford, lo., was burned to the ground, 
and in the ruins was discovered the charred 
body of a man, supposed at the time to be 
that of Frank A. Novak, a member and 
chief manager of the concern, 

It was soon discoverel that Edward Mur- 
ray was missing. A coroner’s jury decided 
that the burne” body was that of Murray. 

Novak had mysteriously disappearel. It 
developed later that he fled to the woods jn 
Iowa County. He Was subsequently traced 
to Jowa City, and from there to Omaha 
At Omaha he bought & t'cket to Portland 
Ore., signing for this ticket as F. A. Smith, 
changing only the last name, and nis hand- 
writing was easily recognized. The officers 
followed him from Fertiand to Port Town- 
send, Wash., whence he sailed to Aiaska. 
From Juneau he left with a party of miners 
for the Klondike. He wa? eventually 
found at Dawson City and captured. He 
was easly followed all the time from pe- 
cullarities of his attire. which he had never

General Alarm In the Old 
Business District.

FIRE CAUSED BY AN EXPLOSION 
OF MILL DUST IN THE UP- 
PER STORIES. 


MILLS AT PINE AND THE LEVEE. 


Flames Spread so Rapidly That Some 
of the Employes Had Barely 
Time to Reach the 
Street. 


An explosion of flour dust tn one of the 
upper floors of the National Cereal Co.'s 
@urina mills on Pine street, between the 
levee and Commercial alley, started a quick, 
fierce fire at 1:4 o'clock Wednesday after- 
noon. 

An instant after the explosion the entire 
structure was a mass of Names and a heavy 
smoke, which was so dense it obscured the 
daylight for a block or two, 

A dull, smothered noise announced the ex- 
plosion, and there was a jarring of windows 
and doors for a block or two around, 

A dozen men ran to the fire alarm box, 
at Main and Olive atreets, to turn In an 
alarm and in a few moments engines, 
trucks and hose carts were on the scene. 

By that time the| fire had gained con- 
s‘derable headway ha it was evident the 
department had a battle on its hands, 

Commercial Alley 4t that point Is narrow 
and the smoke was t dense that from time 
to time the firemen haa@ to move out to 
Pine street and work at the fire from an 
angle. 

As soon as Chief Swingley arrived on the 
ecene he sent in a second, then a general 
alarm, fearing that the old buildings in 
the midst of which the fire was would prove 
too much for the machines called on the 
first alarm. 

All this time the crowd poured down from 
the direction of Broadway by thousands, 
impeding the fire apparatus in the race te 
the scene. Nearly ail the prominent busl- 
ness men in the city could be seen In the 
swarming throng. 

The wind was from the southeast, so that 
the smoke blew across Commercial alley 
and filled the adjacent bulldinga. 

The course of the wind made {t possible 
for the firemen to work from the elevated 
railroad structure, which runs along the 
levee against the front of the bullding. 
soon half a dozen streams 
pouring from the elevated road, but the 
fire, aided by the wind, was working west. 
ward and northward, away froe that poing 
of vantage. 

The police had a hard time keeping the 
crowd back and resorted to the live wire 
alarm with great success. 

As soon as the crowd began to push and 
jam the police would send a man up a near 
by pole and then yell “Look out for the 
wires.” This acted like magte and the crowd 
would seem to melt away in an Instant. 

Supervisor of City Lighting O'Reilly wae 
on hand, but had only to cut a few wires, 
as there are none of the big main lines &® 
that vicinity. 

The Salvage Corps, taking nothing fo? 
granted, began covering all the buildings 
on Main streets, from Pine to Olive street, 
immediately across the alley from the fire.

When Scales- was arrested two days after 
the crime he accounted for his whereabouts 
on the evening of Sept. 27 by saying that 
he was at the house of Mrs. Anna Me- 
Fadden, colored, 404 Papin street, having 
gone there to pay her some money he 
owed her, and that he then went to the 
Wild West Show grounds, at Vandeventer 
and Laclede avenues, where he saw one of 
the womay’s sons, 

The McFadden family was taken to police 
headquarters. Howard Meci*adden said that 
he Ecales at Wild West Show at 
about 8:30 o'clock to.d him his mother 
wanted to see him, but that he had not gone 
tu 

Mrs. McFacdea declared positively to the 
police that she was home all Monday and 
that night and that had not 
been on the place. To a reporter later that 
night and to another reporter next da¥ she 
re-asserted that if Scaics said he was at 
her that night he surely mis- 
taken, as she had not for three 
weeks. 

At the Reservoir Police Station she made 
her assertions stronger by saying that on 
Howard's return he told her he had ceen 
Scales at the Wild West show and had given 
her message to him. She also gave ihe 
names of ail who were at her Gouse that 
night except Scales. 

That Howard McFadden 
the Wild Weet show ab:

This suggested the theory that it was neat 
that would convert antimony into gold, anc 
that probably volcanic heat was necessary. 

Mr. Brice became so possessed with this 
idea that he went to Italy to study volcanio 
heat at the crater of Vesuvius. Having sat- 
‘stied himself that volcanic heat was_ 5,000 
or 6,000 degrees, he came hack to Washing- 
ton, invented and patented a furnace which 
would produce volcanic heat and resumed 
his experiments. He satisfied himself that 
he was on the right track, but three years 
ago his factory was burned and he tfans- 
ferred his field of operations to Chicago. : 

In this city Mr, Birce had a small fa tory 
ut Wentworth avenue and Fort.eth 5s ree’, 
which, according to all accounts, t rned 
antimony into gold. But the plant Ww < 
large enough, so the National Metallurg 
Co. was organized, the stock being diyided 
into 7,500 shares at a par value of 10 a 
share. - Of this company Mr. Br:ce is resi- 
dent and general manager, ‘ BE. 
Secretary and Treasurer, and H. 58. 
bard Assistant Secretary and Treasurer. 
One of the largest stockholders is said to 
be J. J. Danforth, an oiffcer of the Securit 
Title and Trust “o., and another is. Col, 
E.R. Cocke of Virgin’a, who was the Popu- 
list candidate for Governor in the last elec- 
tion. ' ; 
The company leased some plain factory 
buildings at the southeast corner of Lowe 
avenue and Trirty-ninth street, one block 
west of Wallace street, and turned them 
into the gold factory plant, which started 
up yesterday morning. Mr. Br.ce, wearing 
a blue jeans jacket and overalls and face 
expressive of honesty and cheerfulnes#, had 
to be dragged out of his arcanum to be in- 
terviewed concerning his work. 

Barring the secrets of his discovery, Mr. 
Brice’s method may be told in tew words. 
The material he works on is antimony ore, 
which 530 per cent antimony, the other W 
per cent being iron, sulphur carbon and all 
sorts of minerals and impurities. The ore 
comes in solid lumps, heavy, hard and lus- 
trous enough to be mistaken for lumps of 
metal, , 

This ore is cracked up and thrown into 
a reverbatory furnace, which vaporizes it. 
The vapor is conducted off thag'gh a long 
underground conduit, several iect in diame- 
ter, by the aid of fans. On its way it is 
superheated and oxidized by means of Mr. 
Brice’s patent volcanic furnace. But farther 
along it is cooled by conducting the conduit 
above ground, 

The destiny of the vapor is to another 
buildin looking like an_ old-fashioned 
smoke-house, where it is forced upward into 
twenty or more canvas sacks, fifteen inches 
in diameter and fifteen feet high, closed at 
the tops. The effect is to cool the vapor and 
deposit it on the inside of theec sacks in the 
form of a coarse powder resembling sand. 
By rapping on the sacks with a pole this 


powder is loosened and falls down into sacks 
on the floor, in which it is carricd away into | 
another building. 
he next process is Ww 
comes in. Mr. Brice retires 
smokehouse, erected inside the large fur-| 
nace: building, and there, with no human | 
eye to watch him, mixes the powder with 
something else, moistens it to the con- 
sistency of mud, and makes it into bricks. 
These bricks are of the usual size, and are 
not yet gold, but are called artificial ore, 
and are to be made into gold and silver by 
the next process. 

These bricks are put into the volcanic fur- 
nace and baked forty-eight hours, in a heat 
which would melt a crowbar just as fast as 
it was thrust into it. At the end of this 
time they weigh 15 per cent more than they 
did and are chuck full of gold and silver. 
All one has to do ts to grind them up and 
make little mud pies of them and put each 
pie into a little bone ash cup and bake it, 
when the impurities sink into the bone ash 
and leave in the cavity a two-ounce button 
of mixed gold and silver. The silver is sep- 
arated by a bath of nitric acid, and the gold 
is ready for the mnt. 

For fear somebody m'‘ght corner the an- 
timony the company hae bought a mountain 
of it out in Utah, and now has ten teams 
hauling it to the depot to be shipped to the 
gold factory in Chicago.

“In remodeling the building the present 
fever system should be discarded jin its en- 
tirett, and a new system substituted, which 
would a: least carry the sewage ‘nto the 
eewers. Ait the present time the sewage 
flows into the tunnels under the jail, where, 
remaining, it becomes stagnant. breeding 
disease and vermin, and consequentiy a 
menace to the health of all in or near the 
jail. This cannot be reimnedied too quickiy 
for our city’s. good. 

“This improvement will be of little ad- 
Vantage, unless the rules and cusioms be 
changed to what one might expect of an in- 
stitution managed by a civilized municipai 
government. and the new rules shoul be 
somewhat as follows: 

“Provide sufficient bathing facilities, first. 
Go that when a prisoner ts received have him

“The manner of feeding the prisoners 
very objectionabie. being fed in pans in 
their cells and accumulating dirt and filth.

“With these changes made the rule by 
which meals are sent in to prisoners should 
be immediately abrogated.

RAILWAY RATE FIGHT. 


Cut Looked For Between San Fran- 
cisco and Chicago. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 24.—Rail- 

road men are in hourly expectation of the 

receipt of orders to cut passenger rates 

from this city to Chicago $41.50. The fight 


roads east has thus far resulted in a re- 


duction of fares from $11 to 88 between 
Chicago and St. Paul. This does not affect 
transcontinental rates, but the moment that 
the cut is extended to the Missouri River 
it will reduce passenger rates just that 
much from San Francisco to Chicago. 
Present fares are $72.50 for thirty days 
first-class tickets, $62.50 for first-class limit- 
ed, and $52.50 for second-class tickets.

SEATTLE, Noy, &.—The revenue cutter 
Bear has sailed on her mission of humanity 
to the frozen sea of the north to carry relLef 
for the crews of the five American whaling 
ships locked in the ice’*somewhere about 
Point Barrow. 

The Bear is under command of Capt. Tut- 
tle and the regular complement of officers, 
including Lieuts. Brown, Cochrane, Cam- 
den, Hamlet, Sturdevant and Hooker. There 
are also three engineering officers and a 
crew of fifty men. Besides these the Bear 
Wili carry Lieut. Ellsworth Price Bertholf, 
who has been selected by Secretary Gage to 
head the relief-party. This was an honor 
at first assigned to Lieut. Frederick G. 
Dodge, but as the latter is jn poor health 
he was compelled to give way to a more ro- 
bust man, and Lieut. Bertholf has secured 
the position. The object of Capt. Tuttle will 
be‘to push the Bear as far to the northward 
as possible before the ice barrier blocks his 
way. It is not expected that the Bear will 
be able to get much beyond St. Michael’s 
Island, and itis at this landing point, wher- 
ever it may be, that the real work of the 
expedition will begin. Here Capt. Tuttle 
Wiil detail two commissioned and one petty 
officers—probably Lieuts. Cochrane and 
Hamlet and Boatswain Thurber—to accom- 
pany Lieut, Bertholf, and a few volunteers 
will be called for from among the men, 

Lieut. Bertholf, the head of the overland 
expedition, is an unmarried officer, who has 
had twelve years of service on the coast 
and ocean. He is a man of strong physique 
and admitted courage, and takes an honest 
pride in the fact that he was selected for 
the post from a score or more of volunteers. 
Besides the men named by Secretary Gage 
to accompany him, Lieut. Bertholf will be 
assisted on his trip by an Alaskan trader 
mamed Wolff and a Russian guide named 
K olehoff.

conceru. It is an investment of Eastern 
capital. George Gould and Russell Sage 
are said to be the largest stockholders. 
When it first began the operation of mines 
in Southern Lllinots there were many small 
operators making a reasonable profit. Tne 
Consolidated Co.'s controlling stockholders 
were interested in various ruilroads. Coal 
is a profitable freight. 

These stockholders were therefore more 
interested in the amount of coal hauled 
than in keep'ng the price up to a living 
figure. Their interest in the profits ol 
hauling enabled them to dispense with a 
profit on thelr coal. They could undersell 
the small operators and freeze them out, 
Assisted by other large operatore they did 
it. Having rid themselves of competition, 
they increased their profit by increasing 
the cost of production. Coal, bear in mind, 
is the product of labor. The royalty paid 
the owner of the ground fs an infinitesimal 
item in the expense of mining, because the 
existence of a coal mine on a farm does 
not interfere with the use of the surface 
for agricultural purposes. To decrease the 
rice of mining coal is to decrease the 
orice of labor. Having done this, the big 
coal operators proceeded to rake in a profit 
on both their coal and, their railroads.

They Have No Other Place to Go—A 
Building With a Criminal 
History.

Contractor William Hartman set a force 
of men to work Wednesday morning to 
wreck the notorious old “rookery’’ on the 
northwest corner of Fifteenth and O'Fallon 
streete. 

The tenants of the Rookery, numbering 
between 350 and 400, were notified three 
wecks ago to prepare to move. Some of 
them moved and some didn’t, 

When Mr. Hartman gave the word to go 
ahead with the work Wednesday morning 
he again warned the etubborn tenants to 


get out, but they paid no attention to him, 
and the workmen went on with their bust- 
ness just the same as if the building were 
unoccupied. 

The tenants appeared to give no heed to 
the notice to vacate, not so much because 
they objected to being disturbed, but be- 
cause they had no other place to go. Mr. 
Hartman says no one in the building has 
paid rent for three weeks and that many 
of them have paid no rent for a correspond- 
ing number of years. 

Mr. Hartman was considerate enough to 
star: his men on a section of the old build- 
ing which had been vacated. He says he wl!!! 
BO straight on with his contract, and if the 
tenants don’t move they will be the suffer- 
ers. 

The building is now the property of Kaime 
& Bro., real «es:ate dealers. It was recently 
condemned by the building department. 

The ‘‘Rookery’’ is really three buildings, 
The middle one was built first. Then the 
eorner house and then the third form the 
corner were buylt. 

The houses are three stories high. They 
Were erected over thirty-five years ago and 
in that ‘img have had twenty-five owner.s. 

The Rook jry has always borne a bad rep- 
utation. It @has been the home of thieves, 
thugs and utiaws. Few policemen have 
wver gone rough the place. It was filled 
with .smail, twisting hallways, winding 
stairs, cubby ro®ms and mysterious trap- 
doors.

Com- 
mins seized a club which was hanging 
back ofthe bar to defend himself, but 
Bresnahan and his companions wrested It 
away from him and struck him with it 
twice. It was then that Commins drew 
the revolver and fired. 

When the shots were fired Commins and 
Bresnahan Were alone in the saloon, Reagan 
and his companions having fled when the 
bartender reached for his gun. 

The two gisters of Bresnahan were pres- 
ent during the examination and wept as 
they listened to the details of the tragic 
ending of their brother’s life. At the con- 
clusion of the inquest, Commins was taken 
back to the calaboose to await’the action 
of the Prosecuting Attorney.
